On one fide you fee a Walk 
to the Sea^ worthy of the Grandeur of the Old 
Romans : On the other, you come into a IVood^ 
which is the moft agreeable one that ever I beheld 
in my Life. On the very fame place where you 
Walk, you fee Houfes enow to make a great Cityi 
and Rows oi Trees enow to make a delicious Soli" 
tnde. At certain private Hours, you find here 
all the innocent PUafures that the Country affords \ 
at that of Publick Meetings all the bufie Chat 
and Noife, which the moft populoHi Cities are 
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able to furnifli. Their Houfes are more free thm 
ia Brancej at the appointed Times for receiving 
Company ; but more rtfirv^d than in Jtdu 
where they affed to be too Parnmonious. In 
ihort. the molt Curuffts may here find entire Sa- 
tisfaoion. 

1 26. Let us never be conarn^d at whatever is 
fpoken ^gainft us, for if what is alledc'd be tme^ 
it's our bufinefs rather to Reform our lelves, than 
for others to hold their Tongues: If what is 
feid of us is falfcy as foon as we Ihew our felves 
concerned at it, we make it fufpefted for Truth.

127. To attain the Perfeaion of Eloquenccj a 
Man ought to have a Fund of good Stnje and Witj 
a lively JmMgination^^ a faithful Memofy^i a come- 
ly Pri/3f;»cf, an agreeable Kajcr, z covvcGt Pronmh- 
ciation^ a noble Gefture^ a becoming jlffio'suce^ 
and a great faculty of Speaking. 

1 28. Some boaft of their Gentility j while the 
corruption of good Manners, finks 'em below the 
meaneft of plebeians ; fure they are of Opinion, 
that ftridnefs of Morals is incompatible with a 
Gentleman* 

1 29' Leud Women are never tender^ but either 
out of iVeahefs or Cajrict^ and 'tis only Interefiox 
fear that makes 'em Faithful : AU of 'em are O- 
ifucts in their Hearts, and their pretended Vertue 
is nothing elfe, but a Dexterity to hide their Jilt'' 
' ing. The Souls of profiituted Women are no lefs 
difgulsd than their Facts'^ there's downright Ar^ 
tifice in all their Hoards y and in moll of their jiSli^ 
onsy butefpccially in their Tears^ which they cun- 
ningly employ to deceive their Keepers. 

1 30. There arc three forts of Men that fet up 
for deffrfers of the Court : The firft are thofe that 
preach Ketircmtm to oth^rs^ |)ut cannot perfwade 
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tfeemfekes, that it is a Hapfiuefs. Another fort 
of Men, equally to be abominated, are your Gen- 
tlemen that can't /frfVf the Court, and yet are 
(liffleas'd at every thing that pafles therCi The 
thi rd are thofe that find a certain Pleafure in ww- 
fUining and mifrefrefentings things. They never 
think the State well Governed ; they favour no 
Jiving Pef^|j;i, and give Quarter only to the Dead. 
Their An^er blackens the belt things; and if 
through F#4r they fpare the Sovereign it falls up- 
on the Minifiry with a Vengeance ; in more 
fpightfol language, if it vfeiStoJfibU than the Ot- 
fervat§r upon Church-men - tho nothing turns kfs 
to Account than the Wifiom of thofe Perfons, 
who let up for lUforrmrs of Ciiurch and State. 

131. True Honour regulates the Gondut^of 
Keafonable Men. It's not difallowable for a Ver* 
tuous Man to have his Ambition and his Imorei \ 
but he muft cultivate them by Lawful MeanSf 
He may have Art without S^^i/aj^, J^^^rmVy with- 
out Deceit^ and CompUifanee without Flattery^ and 
in all, may ad more convenient for himfelf and 
iriore to the advantage of his Friends. 

132* Converfafion fliould be the molt agreeable 
pleafure of Life j but then it muft be regulated. 
We ought to enjoy it with Choife^ and moderate 
the ufe of it with Difcretion. There's nothing 
more AdvantageoHSy and nothing more Dangerotu i 
for as too long a Retinment weakens the Mind, 
fo too much Company diffipates it i therefore he 
chat would reap the Fruits of his Reading and Con^ 
verfation-i muft be no Stranger to Silence^, Repofe^ 
and Meditation. Knowledge begins the Gentle* 
man^ and Correfpondence with the World gives 
him the finifliing Stroke. 

133. W hen ever we do a wicked Adion, we 
aft contrary to the clearefi Didates of our Reafon 
tnd Gonfcience, to our plain aadttw InterefifU^ 
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to the llrongelt ties and ohligations of Duty and 

iSratitude. 

134. Sin is fo bafe and unworthy a thing in it 
felt, that we are alham'd to commit it, not only 
in the Prefence of a rp^ife Man , but even of a 
Child or a Fool •, fo that if Sin were followed by 
no other pHfttfhmtnt^ befides the guilt of having 
done ajhameful thing, a Man would not by Jntem^ 
prance make himfelf a Foo/ and a Beafl. 

13^. Shame is a great reflraim upon Sinners, at 
firft, but that Coon falls off: And when Men have 
once loft their Innocence-, their Modefty is not like 
to be long troublefom to 'em t For Imfudence 
comes t)n with Vice and grows up with it. Lejfer 
Vices do not banifhallShame and Modefty j but 
great and abominable Crimes harden Mens Fore* 
heads and make them Shamelefs. When Men have 
the Heart to do a very bad thing, they fcldom 
want the Face to bear it. 

1 36. Many are apt to pity the poor Heathens', 
who n^ver heard of the Name of Chrift, and fad- 
ly to condole their Cafe ; but as our Saviour faid 
on another occafion, fVeep not for them^ weep for 
your f elves ^ for there is no fuch miferahle Perfon in 
the World, as a degentrateOMniii^^^ becaufe he 
falls into thegreateft Mifery^ from* the greateft 
^vantages and opportunities of being Happy. 

T 37. All wicked Men arc of a Party againft 
Religion. Some Luft, or Intereft engages them 
againft it. Hence it comes to pafs, that they are 
apt to flight the firongeft Arguments that can be 
brought for it, and to cry up very weak ones 
againft it. Afathematical Truths are aflented to 
by /3/.' Men, becaufe it's no bodies /w^r^T? to deny 
them •, but Men are flow to believe Moral and Di-' 
vine Truths, becaufe by their /*i</?/ sind Interejls 
they are prejudic'd againft them. Therefore 
you piay oblervc, that the more vertHonJly any 
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Manlives, and thelcfs he is en/Uvid to any LuJI^ 
tbe more ready he is to entertain the Principles of 
Religion. 

1 3 9. God has made himMf glorioHjly vifible ia 
all his miraculous P'Korku Whatfoever poflcflcs 
the Confines of the Earth, or inhabits the fpacious 
RegionM oi t\^t Air, places his ineffable Majefl:/ 
before our Eyes, and the moll: inconfideraHe Be« 
ings among either Vegetable, Senfitive or Ra- 
tional Creatures, are Heralds to proclaim his /ifi- 
finite and Mmighty Eflence* 

140. A fuperficial view of Nature^ may in- 
cline giddy Heads to jitheifm^ but when we 
throughly confider it's regular Operations and 
the Caufes of things ^ when we benold the Oiain 
of them confederated and link'd together, we 
muft acknowledge an Almighty Creator, oq 
whom they depend, and that gave them their 
Being. 

141* A chearfal Spirit, greatly contributes to 
the prefervation of our Lives. It preferves the 
Baljam of the Blood, and the pleafure of it en^ 
Urges the Heart, raifes the Sfiries^ and aduates 
and invigorates all our P^fT/ : When the Mind 
ihines Serene and Bright, it feems to impart a 
Nev^ Life unto the Body^ a new Sfring and Ver^- 
dure to this Earth. On the contrary a dnHand 
difeas^d Mind, fcatters its contagion through the 
wiiole Body i Difcontent and Melancholy fours 
the Blood, clogs the Spirits^ and wears out the 
ftrength and comfort of Life : For there is fuch 
an intimate con jundion between the Mind and the 
Body^ and fo clofe is the detendance of the latter 
upon the former, that the race of Inferior Nature, 
does evidently Fary^ Wither or Flourifi as Chft 
Mind Smiles ox Lomrs upon it.

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142. The Heslth of the Body tnntt be care* 
fully preferv'd } for too commonly Men firft di* 
bauch and corrupt NatMre^ and then load her with 
their own Reproaches and Acculations. Hovfr 
much {beyer Men comfUin of the fhortnefs of Life^ 
it's apparent they Jhorten it themfelves by their 
own Intemperances, whereas they might have 
lived lender ^ if they had liv*d better. 

143. As all Creatures aecord in proving the 
Exifienee of a God^ on which they all depend as to 
their Beings ; fo their Voices are no lefs Itrong and 
powerful, in teaching us that there is a Travi^ 
dence on which the lame Creatures depend, as to 
their Subfiftence^ Operations^ and Prefervaeion. As 
the Finger of God is feen in their Compofitions ; fo 
they carry with them fuch exprefs marks of an 
Over-ruling Providence', that none that have Eyes 
in their Heads, or Light in their Minds, can mi- 
ftake 'em for the cajls of ignorant Fortnney the 
fortuitous concwrfe of Atoms j or the blind encoun* 
ter of Cafualty. 

144. He that denies a Providences^ is no lefs an 
Jithei^ than he that denies the Godhead^ becaufe 
we cannot be aflur'd of the One, without ac- 
knowledging the other j and to this all the Learn- 
ed Philofophers of the firft Rank agree, tho' Pa- 
gans ^ in fo much, that PlatOj in his Dialogue, 
Entituled Philebm^ lays. If am one thinks that 

there are Gods that have no care of the things of this 
World, let him be cemmieted to the care of fame 
Learned Phyfician, rohof by wholfom Phyiick, may 
refiore his craz.y Head to a better temper ^ and by dc ' 
grees make him fit ior Humane Society* 

1 45 • There is no Peace to the Hoicked. The rc- 
morfes and bitter apprchenfions which their Sins 
raife in their SohIs^ dilturb all (he Content^ which 
otherwife they might take in the midft of their 
Wealth and Honoun. Witnefs^ Belfhazjir in hi% 
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Fcafts and BanquetS) JndM wkh his Thirty pieces 
of Silver J and Hcrodh being flattcr'd by the Jiwsj 
when at the fame time he was gnawn to DeaUi 
under his PnrfU by Lice and f^ermm. 

145. Intervening Accidents^ fbmetimes pro« 
duce better effeds than what was primarily in* 
tended. So he that throwing a Stone at a Dog^ 
and hit his cruel Step^Mether^ gave thanks to For» 
tnne that he had not lolt his throve. 

147. A Defperade mention'd in a Creel £pi« 
gram, attempting to Hang himfelf as a remedy 
lor his Poverty i Ipyed at the Root of the Tree, 
which he had chofen for that purpofe, the Eanb 
newly removed, and fearching deeper found a 
Sum in Goldj which had been lately hidden there 
by an Vfurer ; he took away the Celd^ and in it*s 
place buried the Halter ; the Vfnrer returning, ' 
and finding a Halter inltead of his Moneys hang^l 
himfelf with it, as loiing the defire of Livitrgy 
where the other had loft that of Pying* 

148. 'Tis very improper for Chriftians to 
make ufe of the word Fortune ^ for tho' they 
don't mean by the ufe of that Heatheniih Word 
the blind Goddefs of the Pagatu ; but unthought 
of AccidentSf and unforefeen Chancse which 

'befel them by unknown Means, yet it's more 
Chriftian-like and commendable, to give God 
the Glory, who is the Author and Diipofer of 
all Events, and inftead of faying, that Fortune 
has done this or that ^ to fay, God was pleas'd 
to have it fo. Prudence is the greateft Enemy 
to Fortune, becaufe this f^erttie prevents Acci- 
dents, and being diftruftful of Events, takes 
Meafures fo juft^ that it hazards little. XiliS 
was fo well underftood by Juvenal j that he mocPd 
thisfalfe and foolifh Deity. 

Nullum numen ahefi^ ft fit Pruimtkh fed tc 
Nos facimm Imnna De^m ->, c '^* 
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PrndcQce Udds to Virtue ^ 4nd the Gdod Ifh$w^ 
Thy felf maji freely on thyfelfbeftaw : 
Fortune was never vcrjhifd by the Wile, 
Butfet aloft by Fools, ufurfs r^e Skies. 

1 49. Fate is anotiier kind of Heathenijh Deity t 
which leads Men Hood-winked to thoir Ruin, fay- 
ing, it's Jrrefiflible and not to be contelted with j 
but this Notion is fo ridiculous, that it Wars 
againft common Senfe and the experience of Man* 
kind i for if Man's prefent and future State was 
determin'd by an inexorable Necelfity-^ Laws would 
be ufelefs, Reproofs and Punifhmcnts would be 
Vnjnfi , and all Rewards Undefcrv'd. So fays 
Clemens Alexandrinm : Neither Rewards or Punifit- 
ments are jufty if the Soul has not a free fOwer to em^ 
brace or refufe Evil . 

1 50. The abfurd Notions of Fate and Defiiny 
are entirely Paxanijh^ andfupported by their Poets^ 
who were fo fond of it, that they have fubjeded 
their Gods as well as Men to it. Thus they bring 
in Jupiter complaining, that he could not make 
his Son Sarpedon immortal, becaufe the Pates had 
decreed it otherwife *, and Neptune arm'd with all 
his Storms and Tempefts, was not able to Drown 
Vlyjfes^ becaufe forfooth, the Deftinies had deter* 
mm'd he ftiould return into Italy. 

151. Great Men court their being flighted 
and contemh'd, in wafting their time in little 
trifling things. Nero without doubt, as well as 
Domitianj would have apj^ear'd with a better 
Grace at the Head of their Armies^ or on the 
Throve adminiftring Jaftice to their Subjefts, than 
in Fidling or catching Flies. 

152. Thefe five things are reckon'd among 
y the greatefl Bleflings of Life, viz^ a good and 

1/ quiet Confeiencoj a found Mind in a healthful Body^ 
a kind and vertuous Wife^ a well got and compe- 
tent 
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tent Eftate and the liberty of fpeaking Truth fea- 
Ibnably. 

153. She is not a proper objcd of Ch^ritj^ 
who DrelTes like a Lady at Conrty when fhe is ia 
a ftarring condition at Home. Yet Lucia wears 
a f^elvet Scarf, and Patches intolerably, when flie 
can fcarce ^ay for a good Meal in a Week. 

154 'Tis as ridiculous for a Man to get Drunh 
out of complaifance to his Company ^ as 'tis to take 
JPhyfick to humour his Thyftcian^ or purchafe the 
Covent'Garden Gout, merely to ht faJhiortabl$. 

J 55. Mir^ being fure to If (71^/7^ with her in- 
comparable 9^oice and excellent Judgment^ needs 
not be courted to Sing. She'll do it readily out 
of a principle of Cruelty. 

1 55. No Man is fo ferfeU an Enemy to Sclkude 
and a feafonable Rer#Vewe;if, as he that's afraid 
to converfe with himfelf. 

157. Foolifli talkative Impertinents, maybe 
compared to Women with Childj who long to be 

Deliuer^d'i tho' the Conceftion prove Abortive or 
Monflrom^ 

1 58. That Gentleman muft certainly be w- 
wilitrrg and afraid to Dye^ that turn'd away his 
Gardiner^ for planting a Rofemary-Tree near his 
Walks, bccaufe he faid it, put him in mind of his 
Mortality. 

159. One Reafon whj yonnger Brothers are 
laid to be better Gentlemen, is, becaufe Mothers^ 
by too much Fondnefs commonly make Fools of the 
Elder. 

1 50. Coach-men, Saviors, Women and Sol- 
diers, arc the Perjjbns that drink moft Brandy ^ 
Chairmen, Carmen, Porters and Coh!-rs, molt 
Beer and Mt ', Divines and Sr.itv. 'Oifb Tea 

and Coffeej and all drink Wine thai ': "'^'^ 

price on't. 
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i6il When Rich Folks are Humourfom and 
Fancifid^ their Phyfwians arc the Patients. Sylvia 
is always Melancholy, and fanlies her felf out of 
Order i pcrhzps ont of ^anityy to have three or 
jfour DeSors to attend her Daily, who with hot 
Cordials inflame her fi/W, and bring her Huf- 
bands Purfe into a Cmfianftion. 

J 62. Five of the rareft things imaginable, is 
to fee a Afi/ir Generous, a Libertine CoTtlovts^ a 
fTkV Religious, a Trades^man Honeft, and a hdnd'" 
fame Woman with fine Clothes very Humkte* 

1 63. To fee our pretended Prophets at Liber- 
ty, to (how their jintick Tricks, and vent their 
/jfwf Wonders, is a convincing Argument, that 
the worlt of Lunaticks are not in Bedlam. 

154. D me you Do^Sj turn out to Pray-^ 

§rs^ fays a Lieutenant of a Skip^ half flufter'd 
with KHm-Pmch. Has he not a wonderful Senje 
of what he is going about ? 
/ 165. There's no Perlbnbut what is blinded 
' by his own Pajfton. The Angry is blinded with 
ChoUr ; the Covetous with his Jmereft ; the De- 
Iperate with his ConfidencCy the Amorous with 
ImPj the Wle with Sleeps and the Proud, Glut- . 
tonous, and Drunkards, groap to their Ruin in 
the darknefs of their own Paftons. 

1 65. The difference between Wifdom and 
/ FoVyj is eafily difcovered by the oppofition be- 
tween them in praftice. The Fool is prefump- 
tuous of his Parts and Knowledge, and the tVifc'^ 
out of a diftruftful Confidence, is rcfcrvM and 
filent i the Coward affeds f^alottr^ and only talks 
of Arms and War, whilft the truly Faliant dif- 
dains them •, the Comely affeft a Decent negligence 
in their Drefs^ and the Ill-favour' d fet out their 
Df/fffi with borrowed helps and ^iit/4«f^^i; the . 
Eloquent arc plenty and the Ignorant take upon them ^ 
the whole Difiourfey the Dexterous is diffident of 
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his Art, and the Vnslilful fill the World with the 
unpolilh'd pieces of their rudtr hands. 

167. There's nothing in this World which 
tends to the Bejt^ and fo we may experimentally 
difprove that conclufion of the Schools, that im<« 
poIGbitity in Natural Philofofhy^ that there is no 
VacuHm or Emptinefs \ for Alas in our Moral Ex- 
periments, we daily find the contrary j the World 
gives not to them that wantj but to thofe that 
nave enough already \ fo that he that is once towr 
(hall be always Poor^ the general Rule of the 
Earths Inequality. 

i58. Caco', that Engine of Policy^ the con- 
fufed Chaos of Reafons of StatC', to accomplifli 
his end in making himfelf the Primler Minifter 
and Burfer ; always work'd backward, that none 
might difcover his /mentions by his Aflions } he 
would not be traced by his Foot^fteps^ and to that 
end, tho' his Eyes pointed one way, the Path he 
he walked lead to another ; he ipoke not what he 
intended, and in faying Tes he meant iST^ .- So that 
he aded always by Contraries^ and his Cyphers 
were molt legible when read backwards* Thus 
Men of all fides, are in truth of no fide but their 
own. 

1 59. 'Tis a great Vnhappinefs^ that thofe whom 
Truths moft nearly concern, can yet very feldom 
difpofe themfelves to hear them, for they are bit^ 
ter^ and give a bad Relifh to the Palate \ fo that 
they either refufe them as unpleafantj or elfe ia«- 
deavouring to fwaKotp them, the Iquemifli tender^ 
nefs of their Stomachs^ are not able to digefi them. 
170 I don't wonder that the £/iW fhould pre- 
tend to guide thofe that See^ becaufe they may 
believe ih^t a\ art; ) * d as themfelves; but 
that tholc i\at j'ce and <. - the D •^?er before 
their JEyfj, i.i'"o which I . .;;ind //ould 

lirccipitatc ihemj (houUi i-tor vice 
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arid tumbte with 'cm, and yet go fimardj 'tirf 
they fall into the lame deep Pit and Abyfs of 
Errors and JnfeliritieSy is a molt prepofterous Mad- 
nefs. 

171. The firft ftep of igtiorahce is a prcfump-* 
tion of Knowled^e^ and many would kndw more^ 
did they not think they kniw too much already. 
Thus Truth and Knowledge have been juftled into 
fuch remote Parts^ that we can fcarce have any 
News of their RtfUence. 

172. Mountebanks ^TiA Quack- fdlvers iSirt work 
than common Executioners^ for they ftudy with 
the nimbleft Art to put an end to the Malefafkors 
Tain; but thefe are the Tormentors of Life, e- 
Iteeming it the beft part of their Skm to liitger 
out Life to the la^gajp^ and to fuftain a continu- 
ed courfe of Sicknefs and Pain^^ a better Art than 
to recover Health ; thefc are an infeHed Air of 
Sicknefs, and where ere they come multiply Dif- 
eafes. 

173. A refolute Courage is a good Remedy a^ 
gainit an unconftantf or tnacj an htimble liature 
will patiently bear the Severities of liiws ; Art 
and Science overcome the unpoliftiM rudcnefs 
of Nature, and a difcreet Judgment is a fecure 
protedion in all DiiHculties. 

174. A great pretence to IVit is become a 
common Scandal^ fince every conceited Fof lays a 
claim to it. He that has fo thick a Shell upon his 
Brains as makes fuch a flout refiftance to common 
Senfoj that he can never be fubdued by it, yet he 
hasthe f^anity to think himfelf as Wi/e as the reft 
of the Pari(h^ becaufe he is infenfible of his Folly : 
And as a brisk and lively Coxcomb^ feldom fails 
to lay a pretence to Wjit 5 fo an errant Blockhead 
is apt to pretend that his Dulnefs is a proof of his 
Judgment J efpecially if he's engag'd m a Wet po- 
pularity. Wit is a haf^ way of exprefTing ones 
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thoughts, and gives fuch an Edge to Senfe as ex- 
treamly recommends it, and when it's accompa- 
nied by Judffmnt compleats an Orator j yet is al- 
ways more fit for Diverfion than Bujtnefs., But 
that frothy Humor falfly call'd Wit^ is the ban^^ of 
good Senfe, ftands in direft oppofition to foUd 
Wifdom, and is always rafh and precipitate, 
when a FineWxt^AngUce^ z concetied Fool-, has the 
keeping of it. ' 

1 7 5.T0 reflea upon the Lajv it felf,which always 
intends the eood of the Subjeft, would favour of 
Ignorance and itf Manners; but I hope it will be no 
Offence to any but ill Praditioners, tofay, there 
is fuch an intolerable Abufe in the J^raitice of it, 
and the multitude of PraSlitionersj as renders 'em 
both the grcatefl: Nafance in England^ and calls 
for a timely and efFedtual Redrefs. 

176* The Trddes'Man runs on in a continual 
Circle of i^/^,without ever aiming at the Centre^ 
Honed: and Vpright Dealing. He buys he knows 
not what^ and fells.it to he cares not who. He 
Daubs with the Knowing Chapman, Preys upon the 
Ignorant and Credulous, and will Bite his neareft 
Relations and be^ Friends, as well as Chance Cu« 
ftomers. His pretended RefpeEts and deep Prote^' 
fiatkns are Snares to catch Wood-Cocks. He Eats, 
Drinks and Wears of the Befti Hunts, Bowls 
and Whores at his Pleafure, and then to Bribe Ins 
Cuftomers Faith^ fwears by I know not what 
Deity, ashe Uvesj that is at thcKatehe lives^ he 
can not afford his Goods at a Cheaper Price, than 
he asks for 'era. 

177. Love, or rather Lufl has fuch powerful 
Chdrmsj that Reafon, Intcreft, Self-prefcrvation 
and all the ties of Blood, Alliance^and Juftice, 
cannot oppofe and damm it. HenccrlH^ that a 
Man marriesarich If^ife to kp**"^ *• — rum- 
pet| and he that has an Hi 
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tuous and Handfom Woman to his ^f^ife, leaves 
her to cohabit with a common proftituted Gilt of 
a MiFtrffsy till all is fpcnt, and thca fhc turns 
him out of Doors, to entertain another CW/y. 

178. Certainly, there is an irjexfUcable I know 
not what in Woman kind, that hurries fome Men 
irito Infenfibility and DctagCj and others into 
fucb a Frenzy and inairable Madn$fs^ as makes 
'em iVip?f/;like pamperM Stallions zit^v other Mens 
Wives^ and like Town BhBs break through Fen. 
ces to lay every Inclofure Common, 

179, Some that arc Young, Idle and Vigorous, 
free from Cares and high Fed^ are fo foolifhly ad- 
di£ked to Harlots^ that you may as well count the 
Sands as the number of their Mijinifes Hcaveu 
cannot allure 'em. Hell cannot affright 'em, 
they dread nothing but the Froxons of the Fdir Sex, 
ihe Pox^xi^ Poverty^ and yet are impatient, till 
byfuch unaccountable Excefes they* hare Speiit 
all they have, and for want t)f Mony to pay a 
Chiriirgeon and Lodgin^^ are charitably committed 
to an Hoffital^ and from thence into the Cuftody 
of the Grave^'Bigger^ without any fign of Grief, 
but from fome of their Relations', who arc forry 
th^y Aicd no fooner. 

. i8o» A married Life as now things are mana^ 

ged^isvevy unaccountable, for where both arc e- 

quijlly^w/7f)', and it may be the Husband was the 

firji tTanfgreilbr, yet the Punilhment falls upon 

the IVifeonlj, As when a Man feeks a Bill of Vi* 

^'orce^ and rails bitterly at the Unchaftity of his 

Lady^ and at the fame time comes reeking from 

a private Adultry^ or a publick Brothel Hovfe. 

The Cafe is not much better j where a Man winks 

at the /r//^ Conduft of his if'ifey to couatenauce 

an Intrigue of his own. Nor is .that Wife\ Cha- 

ftity to be endi^red^ that expeSs an oncontroula-* 

ble Liberty iu lieu of it •, for at thdc rates, few 
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Husbands deferve to be Obeyed, and as few Wivii 
to be Belov'd. 

1 8 T . Little Sincerity is to be found among mer- 
cenary Poets \ their Tongues and Pens are tip'd 
v/ith vain Oftentation J their P/(?r/ are feldom ^Z"- 
JibUj their Humours often ridicuhfn^ and their 
Ch^raiiers rarely jufi.
